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U.S. Spacecraft 
Begins Risky 
Asteroid Trip 


MOUNTAIN 
VIEW, 
Calif 
(AP) — Hurtling through space 
at 56,000 miles per hour, Amer­ 
ica’s Pioneer 10 space probe' 
has 
begun 
a 
risky 
journey 
through the Asteroid Belt on its 
way to Jupiter. 
It was the first time an ob­ 
ject launched from earth had. 
entered the belt, a spinning 
circle of dust and mammoth 
rocks which orbit the sun be­ 
tween Mars and. Jupiter. 
Despite the fact that a tiny 
speck could damage the space­ 
craft. officials at the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin­ 
istration’s Am.es Research Cen­ 
ter at Moffett Field were opti­ 
mistic 
about 
Pioneer 
10’s 
chances for a safe passage. 
They estimated the 
space­ 
craft has about a 90 per cent 
chances of making the seven- 
month trip through the Asteroid 
Belt without serious damage. 
Pioneer 10' is expected, to 
reach Jupiter on Dec. 3, 1973. 
The spacecraft is now 115 
million miles away, the great­ 
est distance every traveled by 
an object, launched from earth. 
The Asteroid Belt contains 
millions of particles ranging in 
sizefrom sand pebbles to rocks 
as big as the state of .Alaska. 
The belt is 1.8 billion miles 
around, 175 million miles wide 
and 50 million miles thick. 
Launched March 2, Pioneer 
10 reached, the belt Sunday.

Frasier, The Old Sexy Lion 


LAGUNA HILLS, Calif. (AP) 
— Frasier, the aged lion whose 
sexual prowess brought him na­ 
tionwide fame, was buried to 
the wall of bagpipes on a knoll 
overlooking his domain. 
Kilted members of the Scott­ 
ish clan Fraser, 
which had 
adopted Frasier as a mascot, 
accompanied the huge wooden 
coffin to the grave Saturday 
and performed traditional fu­ 
neral rites. 
Watching the ceremony were 
dozens of visitors to the 500- 
acre Lion Country Safari wild­ 
life preserve, where Frasier 
spent his last two years after 
being bought from a Mexican 
circus. 
Frasier’s 20-odd lion years 


were the equivalent of 80 hu­ 
man years. He leaves seven 
widows—two 
of 
them 
preg­ 
nant—and 35 children and a 
grandchild born a few days 
ago. 
The contrast between Fra­ 
sier’s battered appearance and 
his sexual prolificacy received 
wide attention. He earned Fa­ 
ther of the Year awards, was 
pictured on watches and T- 
shirts and became the name­ 
sake of a drink containing pas­ 
sion fruit. 
Though toothless, scarred and 
sometimes 
unable 
to 
walk 
unaided, Frasier was healthy 
until shortly before he died of 
pneumonia.

The next night, police in Tuc­ 
son, Ariz., used tear gas to dis­ 
perse a crowd of 200 to 300 win­ 
dow-breaking youths who tried 
to crash a concert. 
When the Stones appeared at 
the Metropolitan Sports Center 
in Bloomington, Minn., June 18, 
several hundred gate-crashers 
caused $1,000 to $1.500 damage 
to the facility. Eight persons 
were arrested and several po­ 
licemen we.ro injured. 
The current Stones’ concert 
tour covers 30 cities. It marks 
the first time they have visited 
the United States, in .2% years. 
An appearance at the Alta- 
mont Speedway 35 miles east of 
San Francisco on Dec. 6. 1969, 
during their last concert tour 
produced a day-long traffic jam. 
along Interstate 205, and four 
deaths, including one stabbing, 
in the crowd of 300,000. 
The Stones returned to San 
Francisco in early June. There 
were

group grossed $90,000 in four 
concerts there.

was $10,285 last year. The fig­ 
ure is not an average. 
A year earlier median family 
income was $9,870. Purchasing 
power was unchanged because 
of rising prices, 
the bureau 
said. 
The bureau said there were 
9.9 million families or 18.5 per 
cent with incomes between $7,- 
000 and $10,000, 6 million fami­ 
lies or 11.2 per cent between 
$5,000 and $7,000, and 9.8 mil­ 
lion families or 18.5 per cent 
with incomes below $5,000.

Trevino Says Nicklaus Is Better Golfer

MUIRFIELD, Scotland (AP) 
— Lee Trevino, still bubbling 
over his second straight victory 
in the British Open Golf Cham­ 
pionship, admits that his great 
rival, Jack Nicklaus, la a better 
player. 
By winning: the British title 
Saturday, Trevino put an end — 
for this year—to Nicklaus* 
dream of capturing the first 
Grand Slam in modem golf- 
sweeping all four major profes­ 
sional titles. 
Trevino survived a charge by 
the 32-year-old Nicklaus in the 
final round over Muirfield’s 6,- 
892-yard, par 71 links. 
Then the man who calls him­ 
self “Super Mex” paid this trib­ 
ute to Nicklaus: “I don’t think 
I am in the same class as Jack. 
“Nicklaus can be beaten 
simply because nobody can win 
all the time. But to beat him, 
you really have to play well,” 
Trevino said. 
“There was no one in the 


field who could honestly say he 
was in the same class as 
Jack.” 
Trevino said he hoped Nick­ 
laus would go on to win the 
Professional Golfers Associ­ 
ation Championship next month 
at Birmingham, Mich., the last 
'Of the Grand Siam tourneys. 
“'Then F I be known not just 
as the British Open champion 
but as the man who stopped 
Jack from doing the big one 
this year,” 
Trevino 
said. 
“There’s a kind of immortality 
in that alone.” 
Nicklaus had already won the 
1972 Masters and U.S. Open 
and needed the British cham­ 
pionship and the PGA to 
achieve the all-but-impossible 
dream. 
Trevino picked up 'the win­ 
ner’s pay check of $14,300 with 
a 72-hole total of 278, six under 
par. His rounds were 71-70*66- 
71.Nicklaus took second place, 
one stroke behind with 70-72-71- 
66-279. 


“I rate my last round as one 
of the finest I ever played,” 
Jack said. 
His 66 matched the course 
record, set earlier in the week 
by talented young Johnny Mil­ 
ler and later equalled by Tre­ 
vino. 
In one of the most exciting 
finishes in the history of this 
ancient tournament, Nicklaus 
made up a six-shot deficit and 
at one stage actually overtook 
Trevino, the third-round leader. 
Lee holed a chip shot from a 
green-side trap at the 17th for a 
par five that saved his title 
when it looked like it was slip­ 
ping away. 
Tony Jacklin, the young Eng­ 
lishman who held both the U.S.

One was on a 5-page des­ 
cription of abstracting and conveyancing 
by William Newbold, and the other was 
an interpretation of the law by an at­ 
torney. Howard Barrett. Attorney Bar­ 
rett prefaces his summary by saying, 
that his compilation of the law was done 
to give business men a convenient refer­ 
ence on the subject. In 1908, he thought 
that all persons of mature age and sound 
mind should know laws of their native 
counties. His disclosures were “no at­ 
tempt to dispense with the need of an 
attorney nor any attempt to give all 
laws — only a general view.” 
Just to show how thorough was the in­ 
formation given, the different classifica­ 
tions of the law are listed here with the 
number of different applications which 
could be used in each case. The language 
is common English . . . not a single 
whereas or wherefor! For the first time 
to me, laws became rules that could be 
followed or broken or used as a shield. 
His compilation of the laws in Rush 
County filled 44 pages. 
Here are his classifications with the 
listing of numbered paragraphs for each. 
These applications applied to different 
situations and were self explanatory. 
“Acknowledgement” was followed by 
ten explanatory clauses. 
“Act of God,” with six situations that 
would apply. 
“Adoption of children,” listed six items 
to consider. 
“Advancement,” . . . 12 paragraphs. 
“Agency,” . . . 14 different situations 
that could come un<Jer this heading. 
“Agistment,” . . . eight; “Alimony,* 
. . . three. 
“Alteration of Instrument,” . . . eight 
numbered paragraphs. 
“Animals,” had 24 paragraphs; “Ap­ 
prentice,” had eight items. 
“Arbitration,” had eight items. 
“Attachment,” had 11 different appli­ 
cations. 
“Attorney-at-law,” listed 35 different 
legal explanations. 
“Automobile,” had ten paragraphs. 
“Bicycles,” had six paragraphs. 
“Bill of Exchange,” had five situations 
explained. 
“Bill of Sale,” had seven. 
“Bonds,” had 13. 
“Champerly,” had six. 
“Chattel mortgage,” had ten. 
“Checks,” had eight.

The Secretary of State 
certifies receipt by the clerks 
to the Governor, who issues a 
declaration that the laws are in 
effect.

Q In terms of public reaction 
and treatment, is being a tele­ 
vision star different from, being 
a movie star? 


A. I can't say that “public re­ 
action and treatment” is any 
different, 
but 
in 
television, 
there’s certainly a lot more of 
it. It is simply a case of sheer 
numbers. As many people may 
watch “McMillan and Wife” in 
a single evening as watch a 
movie I’m in during its entire 
run. So reaction has been big­ 
ger in television. 
As for how the public treats 
me, I’ve been pretty fortunate 
in that some of the public has 
always liked some of the pic­ 
tures I’ve been in. I really 
don't think of them as “fans’* 
because that implies some kind 
of loyalty to me even if I do a 
bad picture. I don’t believe 'the 
public is like that: They like a 
movie, they don't like a movie 
or they just tolerate it. They 
don’t say it’s great because 
Rock Hudson is in it. 


Q. What does an actor, accus­ 
tomed to motion pictures, find 
different about working in tele­ 
vision? 
What are 
the advan­ 
tages and disadvantages? 


A. At first 1 was convinced 
there was no difference, with 
the exception of time. What 
takes 10 weeks for a motion 
picture, 
television does in 18 
days. 
As the season progressed I 
found there was more of a dif­ 
ference 
than that 
— a tre­ 
mendous difference, technically 
and artistically. 
Characters may not be big­ 
ger than life, but you better 
play them bigger, or else. On 
the wide screen, the least exag­ 
geration, 
too 
broad 
an 
ex­ 
pression, the flick of a finger, 
is blown into gargantuan size. 
The opposite is true in tele­ 
vision. 
For the tiny 
screen, 
you’ve got to punch up your 
work. I can’t underplay as I 
would in a movie. I’d be lost in 
the shuffle. It took me a few 
weeks to realize this. 
Working on the series I find I 
am more than an actor. I'm in­ 
volved, not just in the charac­ 
ter I play but in the scripts, the 
editing, the casting, the project 
as a whole. This is a satisfying 
feeling. It is a new sensation of 
independence and a fuller en­ 
joyment of work.

of the bound volumes into their 
trunks, delivered them and pick­ 
ed up receipts to return to the 
Secretary of State. When he had 
the 81, he certified, the fact, to 
the Governor who issued the 
declaration. For twenty years 
this process averaged four and 
one half-months between the end 
of the session and effective date 
of the laws. Then the legisla­ 
ture decided to change. 


Since the Secretary of State 
had legal responsibility without 
control, it was decided to give 
his office actual authority in. the 
printing of the arts. 
Larry A. Oonrad told me: “1 
did not seek the change, nor 
did 1 actually oppose the last 
change. It did make sense to me 
to heve the actual control with 
the legal responsibility. We tried 
to 
save 
money, 
having 
the 
proof reading done on a daily 
basis by employees in this of­ 
fice.” 
The 1971 Acts were complicat­ 
ed by passage of “Super Bill,** 
the 4,000 page, nine volume co- 
difcaition of all previous laws 
in Indiana. Since printing had 
been dona in hill form, it was 
decided the legislature would 
contract for printing and bind­ 
ing of the laws. All other hills 
wore to' be contracted for by 
the Secretary of State, 
who 
would also handle distribution. 
Due to the sise and weight of 
just one set of Arts, distribu­ 
tion by State Police was im­ 
practical, aad trucks had to be 
used. The problems had just 
started. 
H e 1971 General Assembly 
had 'enacted '488 .new laws out of 
1,488 Mils introduced, Printing 
would require two volumes with 
2,500 pages. Hie legislature had 
adjourned on April 18, some­ 
what later then usual under the 
new annual stsaions calling for 
sixty working days rather than 
calendar days. 
Conrad was critteisad for de­ 
lay in promulgating the naw 
laws. A blanket printing con­ 
tract. previously awarded by 
the Department of Administra­ 
tion had included the Acts, and 
Conrad bad awarded the print­ 
ing to another firm. It resulted 
in an eventual law suit against 
tha state. In spite of being re­ 
quired to set up a complete new 
system of distribution, the laws 
were declared in effect just 
twenty weeks after adjournment 
or about average for the pre­ 


vious twenty year record with­ 
out Super Bill and without two 
volumes. 
Conrad was a Democrat, and 
the legislature was Republican 
controlled. They were disturbed 
by the fact he had included hi.* 
picture in the books. Things had 
to change, and they did. 
The 1972 session following the 
trend of increasing the role of 
the legislature in Government, 
passed a law authorizing the 
Legislative Council to print and 
distribute the Acts. Distribution 
by certified mail was authoriz­ 
ed. In the rush of adjournment, 
no 
money 
was 
appropriated 
for the printing, but this was 
no problem. The General As­ 
sembly has “Deep pockets.’’ 
Among benefits claimed was 
faster and cheaper service. 
'H e same printer providing 
Bills for passage would do the 
printing.No additional typeset­ 
ting charge would be required 
saving money and making sure 


the Laws were 'true tand exact’ 
copies. Laws with emergency 
clauses could be sent immedi­ 
ately upon enactment, and the 
entire process would be faster. 
Signed receipts from he cer­ 
tified mail delivery would be re­ 
turned directly to the Governor, 
and the Secretry of State would 
be eliminated entirely from the 
process. 
The 1972 General Assembly 
considered some 794 bills, en­ 


acting 239 new laws, less than 
half of the record of the *71 ses­ 
sion. There wal no “Super Bill” 
to cause problems. H e session 
adjourned February 28 after on­ 
ly thirty days. It meant less 
proof reading, léss printing end 
less binding. Today if Just twen­ 
ty weeks after Adjournment, end 
the laws have not been promul­ 
gated.

Navy found 43 major flaws in 
test 
models of its new FI4 
fighter plane during a prelimi­ 
nary evaluation late last year, 
according to congressional tes­ 
timony made public today. 
Sixteen of those deficiencies 
related to safety. 
The Navy told a House Ap­ 
propriations subcommittee that

action

way" and that a majority of 
the repaired aircraft would ba 
ready for testing this summer. 
This 
testimony, which also 
reported

minor 
problems 
with 
the 
F14, 
came 
during 
closed door 
budget 
hearings 
la>t April. 
An F14 crashed into Chesa­ 
peake Bay June 30, killing its 
exilian test pilot. Navy sources 
said divers still are recovering 
pieces of the plane and that 
cause of the crash has not yet 
been determined. 
The 
specific 
problems 
de­ 
tected during evaluation flights 
by Navy pilots last November 
and December were referred to 
oniv sketchily in the April re­ 
port 
to 
the 
Hou»e 
subcom- 
mttee. 
But testimony by senior ad­ 
mirals 
under questioning 
in­ 
dicated 
deficiencies 
involved 
engines stalling, difficulty in re­ 
covering from spins, and flight 
range, among other thing». 
In addition, the congressmen 
were told that 
10 deficiencies 
were found in the system con­ 
trolling the Phoenix missile, the 
F14's principal weapon. Most of 
the-e 
problems, too, will be 
>trai-htened out. the Navy as­ 
sured the subcommittee. 
The F I4 is designed to serve 
the Navy in fleet air defense 
and air superiority missions in 
tte late 1970s and the 1980s. 
Despite Pentagon claims that 
the F14 is indispensible for the

cause of its escalating costs 
The Pentagon lists the pnce of 
an F14 at $16 8 million, up from 
$115 million last year.

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Stepped-Up Security Measures 
Announced By 2 Major Airlines 
CHICAGO (AP) — Two ma­ 
jor U.S. airlines have an­ 
nounced stepped-up security 
measures in an attempt to 
thwart hijackings. 
A m e r i c a n Airlines said 
Thursday that carry-on bag­ 
gage was being inspected at 
boarding gates as passengers 
walked onto planes at O’Hare 
International Airport. 
United Air Lines, the nation’s 
largest carrier, announced it 
will employ personnel to in­ 
spect all hand luggage carried 
by persons boarding its 727 
flights. It added that it will con­ 
tinue its policy of making spot 
checks of passengers boarding 
its other flights. 
An American Airlines spokes­ 
man said the luggage in­ 
spection would not be limited to 
passengers boarding the 727s. 
The increased security meas­ 
ures came in the aftermath of 
the Wednesday hijacking of an 
American jetliner between Ok­ 
lahoma City and Dallas. The hi­ 
jacker later surrendered. 
Edward Carlson, president 
and chief executive oficer of 
United, said the increased se­ 
curity measures were being put 
i n t o effect “immediately.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Find­ 
ing a way to halt airline hijack­ 
ings has baffled officials of the 
nation’s airlines and the Feder­ 
al Aviation Administration. 
Airport security has tightened 
noticeably since the beginning 
of the year. Carry-on luggage 
frequently has been searched. 
Passengers have been screened 
for weapons by electronc met­ 
al detectors. Ticket agents have 
kept an eye peeled for sus­ 
picious persons who fit a secret 
hijacker profile. 
But the hijackings continue. 
Six jetliners have been hijacked 
in the past six weeks alone, in­ 
cluding two that were com­ 
mandeered by gun-tating sky 
pirates Wednesday night. 
“We don’t know what the 
holes in our security are,” said 
FAA spokesman Dennis Field- 
man. 
“We have to take each in­ 
stance on a case-by-case basis 
to determine whether there has 
been proper screening,” he 
said. 
FAA administrator John H. 
Shaffer has ordered an investi­ 
gation of all hijackings to de­ 
termine whether airlines are 
living up to security regulations 
put into effect in April. 
Two airlines. United and Pa­ 
cific Southwest, were fned Sl.- 
OOQ each after the FAA ruled 
that lax security contributed to 


the success of a pair of hijack­ 
ings that occurred within days 
after the new regulations went 
into effect. 
The regulations require air­ 
line personnel to observe all 
boarding passengers to see 
whether any of them match a 
behavioral profile of potential 
hijackers developed by the 
FAA. 
The airlines also have the op­ 
tion of using metal-detecting 
devices or searching passen­ 
gers or their hand luggage, but 
are not required to do so. 
“There is no way to calculate 
what percentage of passengers 
pass through the magneto me­ 
ters,” said Air Transport Asso- 
c i a t i o n spokesman James 
McCarthy. “At some boarding 
places all passengers go past 
the devices. At other times or 
places, only persons believed to 
match the profile are sent 
through the detectors.” 
According to government sta­ 
tistics, 205 persons have been 
arrested during the past 18 
months for trying to board an 
airliner with a weapon or for 
making hijack or sabotage 
threats while boarding a plane. 
During the same period, ac­ 
cording to government figures, 
more than 1,100 guns, knives 
and other weapons have been 
seized. 
Last week the White House, 
concerned by lax security on 
th e 
easy-boarding 
shuttle 
flights, ordered airlines with 
such flights to begin checking 
all carry-on luggage and re­ 
quire all passengers to show 
two forms of identification. 
The order came after two Pa­ 
cific Southwest shuttle flights in 
California were hijacked on 
successive days.

'“There’s no question that 
McGovern leaves a little to be 
desired In his record of voting 
on labor issues.” said Odorcich. 
Abel, in an address this week 
to the Democratic National 
Convention and later to Penn­ 
sylvania Gov.

Together In War I Have Reunion 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)—Five 
cousins who enlisted together 54 
years ago to fight in World War 
I got together here Sunday for 
their fifth annual reunion. 
The quintet, 
who lived in 
Marshall and Parke counties 
when they joined the Marines 
.in July 1918, decided, five years 
ago to set up the yearly get to- 
gethers so they could relive 
their 
military 
service 
ex­ 
periences. 
Carroll O. Beeson, at 73 the 
youngest of the cousins, is an 
architect at CrawfordsvUle. He 
was 
mayor of Crawfordsvile 
from 1925-56. 
D. Reuben Dooley, 75, is a re­ 
tired manager of the Parke 
County Rural Electric Member­ 
ship 
Corp. 
Dr. 
William 
B. 
Me Wiliams 
is 
a 
semi-retired 
doctor in Liberty. Allen S. Had­ 
ley, 74. Marshall, and Owen R. 
Dooley, 76, Waveland, are re­ 
tired farmers. 
Beeson remained .in. the U.S. 
as a Marine instructor while 
the others were sent overseas 
in mid-September of 1918. Bee­ 
son got his chance later, how­ 
ever, when he .flew with the 
Flying Tigers in China in World 
War II. 
The cousins enlisted together 
so they could get in the same 
outfit, but 'they were split after 
basic training at Paris Island,

The 14 students, under the di­ 
rection of Dr. John T. Koumou- 
lides, associate professor of his­ 
tory at Ball State, will study at 
the post - Byzantine monastery 
in northeastern Greece from Ju­ 
ly 14 to 31. They will be join­ 
ed by Dr.. James Diggle, Queens 
College, Cambridge University, 
who is a lecturer in thc’classics; 
Dr., Christopher Walter, a mem­ 
ber of the French Institute of 
Byzantine Studies in Paris, 
France, who is a specialist on, 
Byzantine inconography, and 
Dr. Robin Cormack, Courauld 
Institute of Art, University of 
London. Cormack is a lecturer 
on Byzantine and post-Byzantine 
art. 
The monastery was discover­ 
ed abandoned and in. disrepair 
several years ago by Dr Kou- 
moulides. With the aid of vil­ 
lagers and the approval of the 
Director General of Greek An­ 
tiquities and Reconstruction and 
the help and professonal assis­ 
tance of the Curator of Byzan­ 
tine Monuments of Thessaly, he 
was able to partially restore the 
historic structure which is hop­ 
ed to be designated as a histor­ 
ic monument by the Greek auth­ 
orities. A group of Ball State 
Students worked on the project 
in the summer of 1970. 
The men in the party will visit 
the monastic community on Mi 
Athos in northern Greece, but 
women are forbidden to enter 
the community.

Bill can communicate only 
through finger talk, and most 
of the staff and 20 other resi­ 
dents can get simple messages 
across to him. But, if it’s com­ 
plicated, Louise becomes the 
interpreter. 
Since coming to Country 
House she’s learned to read 
B r a i l e 
and 
communicate 
through a Braile typewriter 
—a slow and tedious method — 
but a. skill that opens a little 
bigger door to the world. 
But, the only Braile books 
she ever asks for are Bible sto­ 
ries, which she reads over and 
over.
